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Rabbits left 
to die after 
being tied up 


The bodies of two rabbits have been found 
with cable ties around their necks on a bench 
in Wellingborough. 

A member of the public discovered the wild 
rabbits on Monday morning dumped on a 
bench in Broad Green, and called the police. 

By the time officers arrived, the animals 
were already dead. 

It is believed the rabbits experienced 
considerable suffering before they died. 

The officers called Animals in Need, a 
charity based in Little Irchester, to see if it 
could help deal with the bodies. 

A spokesman for Animals In Need said: 

“Two police officers were called to the park 
and were sickened by what they saw. 

“The rabbits had cable ties round their neck 
and suffered deep cuts, which suggests they 
struggled. 

“They also had cables tied around their legs 
as well. 

“Whoever did this was either pulling a sick 
prank or there could be a different reason. 

“I don’t know why anyone would do this. 

“We are an animal sanctuary and we see 
lots of things, but this is disgusting. 

“There is no excuse for this kind of 
behaviour.” 

A spokesperson for the RSPCA said: “We 
were called this morning (August 11) after 
two rabbits were found in Wellingborough 
tied to a bench with cable ties. 

“This is clearly a distressing incident but as 
the animals were already dead, unfortunately 
there was nothing we could do for them. 

“We would urge members of the public 
with any information on this matter to call 
us on 0300 123 4999.” 

Northants Police confirmed it received a 
call just before 8am about the rabbits, and 
said the caller was ‘distressed’ about the 
incident. 

A spokesperson said: “The officers have 
removed the rabbits and have taken them to 
Animals In Need for disposal.”

Motorists in Northampton are being 
warned to expect up to 20 minute 
delays getting in and out of town this 
autumn due to a number of planned 
major roadwork schemes. 

Northamptonshire County Council 
yesterday announced £15 million 
worth of roadworks in a bid to sup¬ 
port economic growth and enhance 
the town centre. 

The works will be carried out on the 
Towcester Road/Gas Street rounda¬ 
bout and the Round Spinney rounda¬ 
bout, both of which will gain extra 
lanes in the hope of easing traffic. 

Further work includes installing 


new traffic signals on the A43 St 
Gregory’s roundabout, and widening 
the pavements and narrowing the 
carriageways on Guildhall Road. 

Cllr Michael Clarke, county council 
cabinet member for highways, trans¬ 
port and environment, said: “This is 
an exciting phase of development 
and over the next few months we 
will see a number of improvements 
take place across the town’s roads. 

“However with all this work there 
will be a great deal of disruption 
and so we’re urging motorists to 
seek alternative routes as much as 
possible or even using alternative 
methods of travel where possible, 
such as walking or cycling if appro¬ 
priate.”

Fake cigarettes on sale in 
high street shops in 
Northamptonshire have 
been found to contain exces¬ 
sive amounts of cancer-caus¬ 
ing chemicals, according to 
trading standards. 

A survey of the toys carried 
out by Northamptonshire 
County Council’s trading 
standards service found that 
more than 10 per cent of the 
items sampled contained 
excessive amounts of restrict¬ 
ed phthalates. 

Phthalates are toxic sub¬ 


stances that may be associ¬ 
ated with causing cancer, 
deformities in unborn babies 
and infertility in men, and 
can be found in soft PVC 
which is commonly 
used in the manufac¬ 
turing of toys. 

Regulations 
restrict the pres¬ 
ence of six different 
types of phthalates 
in relation to parts of 
the toys that children 
could possibly put in 
their mouths. 

In the worst instance, one of 
the toy cigarettes was found 
to have more than 20g per 


lOOg of one of the restricted 
phthalates - 200 times the 
permitted legal maximum. 
Following the survey, 
the suppliers of the 
affected toys have 
withdrawn them 
from sale.

Huge fire destroys St Crispin’s Hospital 


The former St Crispin’s 
Hospital is now a blackened 
wreckage after it was 
engulfed by a huge fire last 
week.

No one was injured and 
investigations continue. 


Tyre damage 
killed Joanna

The tragic death of 
31-year-old Joanna 
Smith has been 
described as ‘truly 
shocking and unbeliev¬ 
able' by a coroner who 
said that she had been 
unlawfully killed. 

At a resumed inquest 
last Thursday, evidence 
was given into the 
reasons behind the 
death of the young 
pharmacist. 

The inquest heard how 
Mrs Smith ( pictured ) left 
home in her car from 
Wilks Walk, Grange 
Park, at about 8.20am on 
April 10, 2012, after say¬ 
ing goodbye to her hus¬ 
band John. About 25 



minutes later she died 
after a road traffic colli¬ 
sion on the A45 at the 
Earls Barton turn. 

The day before Joanna 
died, several residents 
had reported incidents 
of their tyres being 
punctured. 

It was later found one of 
Joanna’s tyres was also 
damaged and the result 


of this caused her car to 
crash. 

Coroner Anne Pember 
said: “This concludes the 
evidence of the tragic 
death of young Joanna 
Smith, who was only 31 
years old and recently 
married. She should 
have had the whole of 
her life in front of her. 

“It is truly shocking 
and unbelievable that 
anyone would deliber¬ 
ately cause damage to 
the front rear tyre and 
whoever caused that 
damage in my view is 
directly responsible for 
her death.” 

She recorded the 
verdict that Mrs Smith 
was unlawfully killed. 

Police said the case is 
still open.

Derngate road closure is 
having a serious impact 

As the ward Councillor for this area I 
have made a very quick survey of the 
impact of the road closures on trade 
for Derngate retailers. 

Retailers report from a 25 per cent- 
70 per cent reduction in trade. This is 
very serious. 

I am aware from the Highways 
Department of all the measures they 
put in place to notify the public 
about the road closures and they sent 
out 250 letters to local businesses. 

However, the letters did not arrive 
in a timely fashion and some retailers 
were given just three days’ notice. 

I have had confirmed by Highways 
that there is no statutory provision 
for compensation. I regret this. 

As the road improvement works are 
a partnership of the county and the 
borough, I suggest that businesses 
pursue a claim for a reduction - or 
suspension - of business rates for the 
year. The advice from borough 
officers is that businesses need to 
approach Northampton Valuation 
Office regarding business rates. 

This will of course equally apply to 
businesses affected by the ripping up 
of Abington Street.

Northampton Town boss 
Chris Wilder says his side’s 
shock Capital One Cup victory 
over Championship side 
Wolves bodes well for the 
remainder of the season. 

Last term the Cobblers nar¬ 
rowly avoided relegation on the 
last day of the League Two 
campaign.

However it was D’Ath who 
popped up with 16 minutes 
remaining to seal an unlikely 
win. 

“Their manager will be a 
touch disappointed because 
they’ve had a few chances and 
got back into the game,” added 
Wilder. 

“I think when it went to 2-2 a 
lot of people will have thought 
Wolves would go on to win the 
game. 

“We had to defend with our 
lives at times but we were 


always a threat on the counter 
and we played well going for¬ 
ward. We showed what we were 
all about and caused them 
problems.” 

Meanwhile, Wilder has 
praised the strength in depth 
he has in his squad and is 
delighted to have options to 
pick from. 

“There are times you look 
around and think ‘we’ve not 
got a great deal there to change 
it’ - but I have that option and 
luxury which is vital if we’re 
going to have a successful sea¬ 
son,” he said.

The Cobblers opened the tills for Mansfield 
Town on Saturday in the “rip-off derby” 
between clubs who charge the most for League 
2 match day tickets but it was Chris Wilder’s 
side who registered the priceless three points. 

Mansfield fans were on a jolly. Bereft of local 
rivals they chose Sixfields for their first day 
Stags do, selling out the away end with boister¬ 
ous fans on the pop letting off a smoke bomb at 
kick-off. 

Unfortunately for Stags gaffer Paul Cox, the 
stewards’ remedy for the pyrotechnic (throw¬ 
ing it in a bucket) symbolised the Cobblers’ 
treatment of his side, for they smothered 
Mansfield. 

Under blue skies at sweatbox Sixfields, the 
Stags had the better of the early tussles with 
Mansfield’s 3-5-2 formation kettling Cobblers 
and their centre backs looking to send killer 
long balls to their onrushing forwards. 

Alex Fisher had an early chance to chip Matt 
Duke but the ex-AS Monza man sent his dink 
up and over. The Cobblers, meanwhile, took 
their time getting to grips with their 4-4-1-1 
formation with John Joe O’Toole and Marc 
Richards detached from the industrious mid- 
field. 

On six minutes Chris Hackett attempted a 
break away after a Richie Sutton miscue with 
the Mansfield defender being booked for the 
resultant foul. Not that the Cobblers were hav¬ 


ing their own way with the lanky, hirsute Ollie 
Palmer lurking around their box. 

Gradually, Northampton began to find 
rhythm as Kaid Mohamed showed legs across 
the midfield, Marc Richards offered an out-ball 
up front and Cobblers started breaching the 
Stags’ final third with zippy passing. 

Sascha Studer, the Stags’ young goalkeeper, 
had shown signs of greenness and flapped like 
Orville the duck at Darren Carter’s twenty-fifth 
minute corner, which landed plum for an 
unmarked Mohamed to notch with his head. 

Cobblers’ fans celebrated with wryly prema¬ 
ture chants of “we are top of the League” beck¬ 
oning the empty half-demolished East stand to 


“give us a song”. Meanwhile, Mansfield sup¬ 
porters helped with the ground redevelopment 
by trashing advertising hoardings and waving 
them above their heads. 

Quite what the red track-suited “Dreams 
Come True” youth football club visiting from 
China made of the vandalism and miners’ 
strike “scab” references from scowling 
Cobblers fans is anyone’s guess as their trans¬ 
lator rushed to explain “can’t handle their ale” 
in Cantonese. 

Still, the game surged forth with the Iranian- 
English centre-back Ryan Tafazolli’s header 
forcing a smart reflex save from Matt Duke on 
the cusp of half time. 


Referee Davies’ mid-point whistle showed 
Mansfield’s rowdy fans for the slaves to con¬ 
vention they really are as the one-time unruly 
mob switched to the need for a pee and a cup of 
tea. Cobblers boss Wilder’s team-talk, the wily 
fox that he is, would have been hardwired with 
the belief that chances awaited his experi¬ 
enced side in the second period. 

Such was the case as Mansfield’s game-plan 
was exposed straight from the restart: a rou¬ 
tine long ball to the tall Palmer achieving little. 
Marc Richards, conversely, looked likely to 
score and should have done so with a free 
header that flew over after a Daniel Alfei cross 
on forty-nine minutes. 

John Joe O’Toole’s substitution eight minutes 
later was the right call by his coach with the 
player’s leggy running style perhaps not suited 
to a number ten role in warm conditions. 

O’Toole will have his day in a wing-back for¬ 
mation (like the Stags) with Ivan Toney doing 
the running. Indeed, Toney’s replacing of 
O’Toole saw Cobblers begin to eat up ground 
around the Mansfield box. Carter found space 
for a sixty-third minute left-footed dipping vol¬ 
ley and then Toney beat Sutton to flick the ball 
onto Richards for a chest and half volley that 
crept wide. 

Cobblers closed out the game with match 
winning credentials that will impress watch¬ 
ing scouts: professionalism, power, guile, min¬ 
ute management and forays forward at key 
times. Toney should have slain the Stags but 
sliced wide after a smart left-sided one-two 
between Evan Horwood and Ian Morris found 
the eighteen year-old free in the box with five 
minutes to go. 

Mansfield fans’ sobering departure after an 
attention seeking entrance speaks volumes 
about the efficiency of the Cobblers’ perfor¬ 
mance. Twenty-two pounds is too much to pay 
to watch games at Sixfields but regulars will get 
bang for their buck on this showing. 
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Lawson DAth grabbed a deadly 
debut double as Northampton 
Town pulled off a stunning 3-2 
upset victory at Championship 
outfit Wolves in the first round of 
the Capital One Cup on Tuesday. 

The 21-year-old former Reading 
midfielder only signed for the 
Cobblers last Thursday but he made 
an immediate impact in claret 
when introduced for the first time 
as a 56th minute substitute at 
Molineux. 

He scored the opener two minutes 
after coming on and then grabbed a 


74th minute winner as Chris 
Wilder’s men shocked last season’s 
League One champions. 

Ivan Toney had earlier made it 2-0 
to Northampton before Nouah 
Dicko and Sam Ricketts scored in 
consecutive minutes for Wolves to 
level the match and seemingly shift 
the momentum in their favour. 

The hosts had not counted on 
D’Ath popping up again though as 
the Cobblers’ fine start to the sea¬ 
son continued following the 1-0 
home win over Mansfield which 
opened the League Two campaign 
on Saturday. They can now look 
forward to round two.
